Silent on Discussions. 
First of Hitler’s callers, it was 
disclosed meanwhile, was King Bo- 
ris of Bulgaria. As with yesterday’s 
talks at the Fuehrer’s Berchtesga- 
den retreat, there was no inkling 
of what was discussed. 
Authorized sources said crypticly 
that Boris visited Hitler to “dis- 
cuss Europe.”

LONDON, Nov. 19 ‘AP).—The 
German liner Europe, onetime 
holder of ‘he Atlantic crossing rec- 
ord, hag been hit amidships by a 
British air bomb while in dock at 
Bremen, the Air Ministry news 
service reported today. 

The 49,745-ton liner completed its 
maiden voyage March 25, 1930, and 
captured the blue ribbon of the At- 
lantic by making the westward 
crossing in 4 days, 17 hours and 6 
minutes. 

The Air Ministry news service 
also asserted production at the 
Krupp arms works at Essen, Ger- 
many, has been cut down 50 per 
cent as the result of British bomb- 
ing raids. News reaching England 
indicates “the growing disruption 
of industry in cities of Western 
Germany,” it was added. 

The Air Ministry said the Krupp 
works were having great difficulty 
in obtaining regular supplies of raw 
materials “because of transport 
trouble caused by wrécked railway 
junctions.”

Some departments have 
been closed and others have had 
to be moved to other cities.” 

The Air Ministry also asserted 
that four large buildings of the 
Union chemical factory on an island 
at the junction of the Oder and 
Moil rivers at Stettin had been 
wrecked, the biggest oil refinery at 
Hanover destroyed and the 
DeutsGhe Vacuum. Oil Co, at Bre- 
men put out of production. 

Damage to the power house of 
the Fokker airplane works at Am- 
sterdam, Holland, also was said to 
have stopped production there for 
several weeks. 

Harvests in many parts of Ger- 
many are rotting ungathered in the 
fields, the bulletin said, and added, 
“The disorganization of transport 
is so acute that sufficient workers 
cannot be taken to the fields nor 
crops moved to storehouses.” 

Oil Tanks Bombed, 

Earlier, an Air Ministry commu- 
nique said British bombers attacked 
the synthetic oil works at Leuna, 
near Leipzig, last night. 

Several large fires were started, 
particularly in the northern part 
o- the target area, the communique 
said. It described results as “good,” 
despite “extremely adverse weath- 
er.” All British planes returned 
safely, it added.

The 
navy said consultations were con- 
tinuing on the exact facilities to 
be granted this country on that 
British island possession, off the 
northeast coast of South America. 

The base rights in both New- 
foundland and Bermuda were given 
to the United States without com- 
pensation.

Crew of Honduran Vessel Re- 
ports It Also Was Stopped 
Off Tampico. 


MEXICO: CITY, Nov. 19 (AP).— 
Crews of the Mexican tanker Cer- 
ro-Azul and the Honduran freight- 
er Ceiba said today on arrival in 
Tampico from New Orleans that 
United States destroyers eight 
miles off Tampico had ordered 
them to stand by for inspection of 
the ships’ papers.

Ralph W. Barnes. One of 4 
Dead in Bomber Crash 
in Yugoslavia. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 19 (AP).— 
The State Department was notified 
today that Ralph W. Barnes, corre- 
spondent for the New York Herald 
Tribune, was among four persons 
killed’ in the crash of a British 
bombing plane on a mountainside 
in Yugoslavia yesterday. 

The information came from Ar- 
thur B. Lane, United States Minis- 
ter to Yugoslavia. 

Lane said the plane was carrying 
a large number of bombs and the 
bodies of the four occupants were 
found over a iadius of 300 meters 
from the wrecked craft. 

He said he was sending an offi- 
cial of the legation to make an 
investigation at the scene. 

His information on Barnes’ iden- 
tity came from the Yugoslav War 
Office, Lane said. 

Barnes, 41 years old, was a vet- 
eran reporter of the European 
scene. A native of Salem, Ore., 
he started his newspaper career on 
the Brooklyn Eagle in 1924. He 
served the Herald Tribune in Paris, 
Rome, Moscow, London and Berlin 
from 1928 to 1939. 

In June, 1939, he was expelled 
from Germany. A roving assign- 
ment took him through the Balkans 
to Egypt and then to Greece when 
Italy invaded that country. 
Surviving are his widow, Esther, 
and two daughters, John, 10, and 
Suzanne, 8, living in Salem, Ore.

The paper said Thailand had mo- 
bilized 100,000 men including re- 
serves, and that the Bangkok sta- 
tion was crowded with troops out- 
ward bound. 

The Tokyo press said that Japan 
would resolutely oppose any Brit- 
ish-American effort to conclude a 
pact with Thailand, which is con- 
sidered a member of the East Asia 
sphere.

and start every other day. Then on 
the twenty-second or twenty-third, 
bombs began to fall in London sub- 
urbs for the first time. Finally 
the mass bombing began in earnest, 
each day more intensive than the 
last until by the sixth of September, 
people stopped counting air raid 
warnings and the cables referred 
only to “constant alarms.” But the 
real thing had still not begun, 


At 3 o’clock in the afternoon of 
the seventh it happened. It was a 
fine late summer day. The air was 
clear. There had been a lull. Then 
suddenly out of nowhere they came 
by. the hundreds, flying close to- 
gether in formations so tight that 
the English pilots tell me they mar- 
veled at the technique. One pilot 
who had brought down four Ger- 
‘man planes told me he would “never 
have the nerve to fly in such close 
formation. Sure to bump into 
somebody, you krow.” 


There were hundreds and hun- 
dreds and hundreds of them, lay- 
er on layer. A moving picture 
taken from behind the machine- 
guns of an English plane diving 
into such a formation is night- 
marish. The screen is a solid 
block of planes flying so evenly 
that they look as if they were 
running on rails. They filled the 
English fighter’s range finder 
because he was diving smack into 
the middle of them at 400 miles 
an hour. His eight streams of 
tracer bullets literally sprayed 
them—and they went flying on 
past as if on parade. In another 
film I saw of such an attack the 
formation was just beginning to 
break*up when the pilot released 
his trigger and shut off the film. 
He could not have been more than 
100 yards away from the German 
formation. 


On Saturday, Sept. 7 these fleets 
came in over London in such 
steA€dy succession that the diving 
British pilots emptied their maga- 
zines and their.gas tanks and went 
down to refuel and reload and 
came up to fight again. It was dur- 
ing these successive days of fight- 
ing that a commentator in PM 
began to worry about R. A, F. pilot 
fatigue. He was quite right to 
worry. Six weeks later I was in a 
squadror. hut when an R. A. F. 
pilot read a newspaper account 
praising the command’s heroism for 
attacking agairst odds of three and 
four to one. He read it out loud 
and everyone laughed. 


Nazis Sent Planes 
Like Waves of Infantry. 


éé OULDN’T it have been fun 
Wi September,” he said, “if 
we'd ever had a chance to 

fight with only three or four planes 
to one of ours.” The odds in indi- 
vidual battles over London at that 


one. And the English were shooting 
them down in the air just the way 
the English and the French used to 
mow down German mass infantry 
attacks in the last war. And just 
as on the ground in the last war, in 
the air in this, the waves kept 
coming on—until Sept. 15. 


On the first day, the day when 
it began about 3 in the afternoon, 
the city by dusk was on fire with 
a hundred flames to guide the 
bombers that came in continuing 
waves through the night—through 
the black night in which the Spit- 
fires and the Hurricanes cannot 
fight, when the game of bombing 
a 25-mile-square city stops being a 
battle and becomes target practice 
with the barn door for a target. 
This Sept. 7 was the day that 
PM’s London correspondent, Ben 
Robertson, happened to choose to 
ride out of the city with Edward 
R. Murrow of Columbia Broad- 
casting System and Vincent Sheean, 
correspondent and author, to sit 
on a haystack on a hill looking 
over the city. A few miles from 
their hilltop they stopped for a 
drink at a pub. When they came 
back they thought they’d stop for 
another. There wasn’t any pub. 


After I had been in London a 
week, I was sitting drinking beer 
in their apartment with the two 
extremely intelligent -oung men in 
respective charge of the two fire 
districts of the city of London— 
the East and the West side of the 
river. Ben Robertson was with me. 
He asked one of them how in the 
world they ever got the fires out 
that night. One fire chief looked at 
he 


seriously, “I was extremely sur- 
prised when they did ;. out.” 


20,000 Big Fires Since 
the Blitzkrieg Began. 


HE water mains in England, 
where they do not have the 
heavy freezes we in the north- 
east of America have, tend to be 
laid close to the surface. During 
those eight terrible days in Sep- 
tember they were smashed right 
and left, all over town. Nor was 
the fire fighting in London as 
drilled and organized as when I 
saw and marveled at what is now 
without any doubt the most bril- 


gation the world has ever known. 
It does not keep track of little 
fires. 


Of the big fires it has kept 
track of since the blitz began, 
there have been more than 20,- 
000.

It is no wonder that Adolf Hitler 
stamps and raves at the psycho- 
pathic British. It must be difficult 
for such a coward to understand 
such courage, It’s extremely diffi- 
cult for anyone to understand it. 
But it happened. The Londoners 
stuck it without panic, each day 
burying their dead and binding up 
their wounded, each day going back 
to their businesses, unloading their 
boats in the middle of it all on the 
bombed docks, opening their stores, 
putting out their fires and repair- 
ing their telephone lines and water 
mains, shoveling out their streets, 


lish could have taken it for 
longer than those eight days.

I talked don’t believe they could 
have. They believe that, at that 
time, another few days of continu- 
ous mass daylight raids and the 
fires would have been unextinguish- 
able, the streets really impassable, 
important leaders would have been 
killed, the population finally shell- 
shocked into flight or submission.

He said: “When it’s coming back 
at you that hot you can’t get out.” 


He was still looking down when 
he saw a Heinkel bomber just be- 
low him which was heading toward 
a cloud. He kicked himself over 
into a dive, shot the bomber down 
just before it reached the cloud. 
He didn’t remember much move of 
what happened or know why no- 
body had shot him while he sat 
there paralyzed, watching his 
friend burn. He just recalls that 
the sky had more planes in it than 
he had ever seen in one sky before, 
all hopelessly mixed up, and that 
it wasn’t much trouble to find 
someone to shoot at. 


After he’d run out of ammunition 
he came down and reloaded and 
climbed all the way back up again 
and it was still going on. At night, 
when it stopped, the official score 
was 185 German planes down. The

NEW YORK, Nov. 19 (AP),.— 


‘Although Cornell and Dartmouth, 


with the co-operation of Referee 
Red Friesell, seem to have worked 


out a satisfactory solution of their 
“fifth down” mixup, the whole af- 
fair seems to offer a good argu- 
ment in favor of making the “Ivy 
League” an official organization. 

When pictures of the disputed 
play on which Cornell scored its 
touchdown last Saturday finally 
were developed, they revealed Cor- 
nell had been given five downs in 
the series. Officials’ reports 
proved there had been no double 
offside called, and Friesell prompt- 
ly admitted he had been in error 
and telegraphed his apologies to 
all concerned. 

James Lynah, Cornell athletic 
director, wired William H. McCar- 
ter of Dartmouth that Cornell re- 
linquished its claim to victory and 
McCarter accepted the offer. 
both sides will regard it hereafter 
as a 3—0 triumph for the under- 
dog Dartmouth team and the end 
of Cornell's string vf 18 games 
without a defeat. 

The confusion surrounding the 
game, however, indicated the need 
of some sort of organization which 
would have jurisdiction over such 
cases. Where organized confer- 
ences exist, such an affair would 
be referred to conference authori- 
ties for decision. There’s no ma- 
jor conference in the East, how- 
ever, and if Cornell had been dis- 
posed to argue about the play, the 
doubt might have lasted indefi- 
nitely. 

Still List Different Results. 

That was the case when the New 
York University-Columbia game in 
1922 produced an incorrect ruling 
by the referee. The two colleges 
still list different results in their 
records. 

Football rules make no provis- 
fon for altering a referee’s decision 
after the end of a game or for 
questioning his ‘decisions. They 
state “he shall be sole authority 
for the score.” 

The nearest thing to a govern- 
ing body of big-time football in 
the East is the Eastern Intercol- 
legiate Football Association, which 
has the duty of assigning officials 
to games played by its member 

» colleges and checking up on the 
fitness of those officials to per- 
form their duties: It is a part of 
the central office for Eastern in- 
tercollegiate athletics, which is only 
a clearing house for handling 
schedules and other routine de- 
tails. 

So until the “Ivy League” schools 
and others who operate in close- 
knit unofficial groups get togeth- 
er and form some real governing 
bodies, there’s no one.to say you 
won—or lost—in the case of dis- 
puted games.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov, 19.— 
Five St. Louis convicts, all of whom 
had escaped at some time during 
their imprisonment here, obtained 
paroles yesterday from Gov. Lloyd 
C. Stark. Two of the paroled men 
were serving life terms for murder. 
The others were under sentence 
for robbery. 

Among those freed was Russell 
Leroy Miller, who, in 1925, when 21 
years old, confessed that he had 
beat Mrs. Callie Jean Woolsey 
Black to death with a length of pipe 
after a “home-brew” party. Sen- 
tenced to a life term, he escaped in 
1931 from one of the prison farms, 
went to Joplin, changed his name 
to Roy Franks, and was joined by 
his wife and two children. In the 
five years before his recapture he 
became the father of three more 
children. Efforts were made by 
his wife and fellow miners to free 
him on the basis of his good record 
while a fugitive. He is now paroled 
to Thomas J. Moran, in charge of 
the Parole Bureau of the St. Louis 
Police Department. 

The other life-termer freed was 
Maurice Birmingham, convicted 
with Leonard Yeager of the murder 
of George Schou, elderly tailor, dur- 
ing a holdup in a South Kingshigh- 
way saloon in 1926. Yeager was 
hanged for his part in the crime. 

Birmingham escaped from the 
penitentiary in November, 1938, and 
voluntarily surrendered in Wyoming 
in January, 1939. Now 43, he is 
paroled to Maurice J. Cassidy, St. 
Louis Building Superintendent. 

Charles Sage of Chicago, also 
paroled yesterday, was 18 when 
sentenced in St. Louis in Decem- 
ber, 1934, to five years in the In- 
termediate Reformatory at Algoa 
for robbery. He and another Chi- 
cago youth then called themselves 
“Crime, Inc.,” and told reporters 
“they would get their higher edu- 
cation at the big house.”

gives courses in subjects ranging 
from how to make out payroll re- 
ports to “trouble-shooting” break- 
downs of motorized equipment. 
The communications branch is the 
largest school of the sort in the 
army, with 800 radio operators, 125 
radio electricians and 60 communi- 
cations officers as students. They 
alone occupy five class buildings. 
According to officers here, the 
mechanized arm has proved so sym- 
pathetic to the genius of the Ameri- 
can people that they have been able 
to take their pick of enlisted men. 
Soldiers have a workday from 7:30 
a.m. until 5 p. m., and attend 
classes at night besides. But they 
ate said to be so fascinated by the 
service that they cannot be kept 
from haunting the machine shops 
on Saturday afternoons and Sun- 
days.

Tanks at Entrance. 


As monuments to Christy’s genius, 
two of his early tanks stand at 
either side of the entrance to the 
post. He is now 85 years old. He in- 
vented the first amphibian tank. He 
devised a suspension system—a 
method of slinging the body of an 
armored car on its chassis—which 
has been pronounced the best in the 
world. Finally, as a former racing 
driver, he is said to have been the 
first to introduce the element of 


an inspection ‘of the field artillery 


speed into the construction of tanks. 
Those used in the World War had 
a pace of three or four miles an 
hour, By introducing powerful mo- 
tors and other developments, Chris- 
ty produced combat cars with a 
speed of 70 miles an hour. Col. Se- 
reno Brett, Chief of Staff of the 
Armored Force, assured the writer 
that he once drove a five-ton Chris- 
ty tank at 120 mile» an hour. 

With mingled reverence and ex- 
asperation, officers of the armored 
force declare that Christy’s influ- 
ence on mechanized warfare 
throughout the globe has been enor- 
mous. They describe him as being 
at once inspired and cantankerous, 
and as having made and lost sev- 
eral fortunes. 


Fort Sill for Artillery. 


Fort Sill, the next stop, admits 
some virtues of mechanized theory 
but still believes much is to be 
said for the Missouri mule. It 
stands as an antidote to Fort Knox 
and yet as a corrective against the 
party’s next visit to the cavalry 
center at Fort Bliss. With its polo 
and hunt club, cult of the horse and 
pack of foxhounds, Fort Sill re- 
mains probably the most aristo- 
cratic of the country’s military 
posts, as it is also one of the most 
historic. Associated with it are the 
names of Geronimo, Sheridan and 
Custer, as well as the frontier, the 
old West and the Indian. 

Today it is the army’s only field 
artillery school, and tends to accept 
as student officers only West Point 
alumni and honor graduates of the 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps, 
plus the requisite number of en- 
listed men as material for the offi- 
cers to work with, It does not ex- 


ipect to be greatly affected by t::e 


draft, except as the classification 
of selected men may pick out men 
of outstanding mathematical talent 
of whom officers may be formed. 

The field artillery school consists 
of 900 officers and .7600 enlisted 
men. It is outnumbered by the 
Forty-fifth* Division of the Na- 
tional Guard, with 730 officers and 
13,200 enlisted men from Oklahoma, 
Arizona, Colorado and New Mex- 
ico, which has been assigned to 
Fort Sill for training. 

Area and Equipment. 

The reservation, with approxi- 
mately 51,300 acres, and more to 
be acquired, ranks in area with 
many counties. After bearing sev- 
eral titles following the year 1834, 
when it was chosen as an Indian 
outpost, Fort Sill gained its pres- 
ent name from Gen. Sheridan, in 
honor of his West Point classmate, 
Brig. Gen, Joshua W. Sill, who was 
killed at the battle of Stone River 
in 1862. It became a field artillery 
school in 1911. The total personnel 
at present, including the Forty- 
fifth Division, is 1639 officers and 
29,899 enlisted men. 

Only July 1 of this year Fort 
Sill represented a permanent in- 
vestment of $12,000,000, to which 
should be added the cost of 49 
new buildings now under way. 
Projects which have reached only 
the proposal stage include 150 sets 
of quarters for noncommissioned 
officers and a replacement center 


for 8000 troops.

This is Germany’s first open and 
concrete gesture of co-operation 
with conquered France. It was 
announced in a communique issued 
from Berlin by Scapini, a blind 
deputy, who was given his appoint- 
ment last July by Chief of State 
Marshal Petain. 

Of those Frenchmen held in the 
Reich, Scapini’s statement dis-

Second, Germany is not yet cer- 
tain that France fully understands 
the “present position” and, conse- 
quently will limit its generosity to 
the proportion of France’s compre-

. Third, “only a friend can ask an- 
‘other friend to abandon some of 
his rights.” In other words, Sca- 
pini says to his nation, “be friend- 
ly with the Germans and then you 
can hope to get more (conces- 
lons).”

SHANGHAI, Nov. 19. 
ORE than 10,500 Americans 
will be left sitting on the Far 
Eastern tinder box when the 
last special evacuation liner, sent 
here by the United States Govern- 
ment, steams out of Shanghai har- 
bor tomorrow. Those who remain 

are staying by their own choice. 


The steamship Washington, sail- 
ing tomorrow, will carry 450 evac- 
uees, mostly women and children. 
It will pick up 850 more at Manila. 
American consular officials estimate 
that , with the departure of the 
Washington, the number of Amer- 
icans withdrawn from the Far East 
since the Government’g evacuation 
warning was issued will have ex- 
ceeded 2000. 


Hundreds more are planning to 
return home on regular trans-Pa- 
cific ships, which are booked to ca- 
pacity for several months to come. 
Three ships dispatched to the Orient 
by the American Government have 
returned without full loads. 


Despite the flippancy with which 
Japan’s press and officials have 
treated the evacuation, there is no 
doubt that the Japanese Govern- 
ment is impressed by the signifi- 
cance of the American action, 
which enabled the United States 
to take the initiative in the Pa- 
cific sparring match, which Tokyo 
had just seized through signing 
the alliance with the Axis. 

I perceive new seriousness in the 
attitude of Japanese army and 
navy people here. Their objective 
is unchanged but they will certain- 
ly consider more carefully every 
move. The fact that the majority 
of the Americans in Japan, China 
and Indo-China are still sitting 
tight is no indication that they take 
the situation lightly. However, not | 
many think the showdown will come 
for several months. Their confi- 
dence is based on the supposition 
that Japan will not risk war with 
the United States until one or more 
of the following things happens: 


1. The Axis shows clearer proof 
of its ability to win in Europe.

The largest American exodus has 
been from Shanghai, from which

we have heard it argued that 
leading members of the unsuc-

Government. This was not the 
view of Mr, Willkie’s stanchest and 
ablest supporters in the days before 
election. 

Thus on Oct. 28, the New York 
Herald Tribune said in its leading 
editorial that “the current report 
that Mr. Willkie if elected would 
seek to continue Mr. Hull in office 
may or may not be accurate. But 
it is the sort of action the voters 
would expect of him.” 

On Nov. 2, this same newspaper 
said that “in the field of foreign 
affairs we should count upon Mr. 
Willkie’s continuing Mr. Hull as 
Secretary of State, to make doubly 
clear abroad that the nation has 
not altered its course in opposition 
to the dictators. In domestic af- 
fairs we should be equally certain 
that Mr. Willkie. would select for 
his Cabinet the ablest minds in the 
country, regardless of old party al- 
legiances.” 

If in the week before election, Mr. 
Hull was counted upon to accept 
the post of ranking member in Mr. 
Willkie’s cabinet, by what process 
of reasoning have we now arrived 
at the proposition that leading Re- 
publicans must not accept responsi- 
ble posts in Mr. Roosevelt’s admin- 
istration?

No matter what 
it costs, we somehow shall have 
to pay for it—we or our childrens 
children, Certain as is that conclu- 
sion, there should be at least the 
attempt to let the people have the 
facts that we do not have now.

Weak Italian Defense, Eliot Says 


Success of Torpedo Assault on Battleships 
Not Likely to Be Repeated by Germans 
Against British Bases, He Asserts.

HE very great importance of 

naval aviation as an arm of 

a modern fleet is graphically 
emphasized by the success of the 
British fleet air arm in inflicting 
heavy damage on the Italian war- 
ships inside the naval base at Ta- 
ranto, This success, however, has 
nothing to do with the ancient con- 
troversy about bomber versus bat- 
tleship. 


The weapon employed by the 
British was the torpedo, not the 
bomb. It has long been recognized 
that a torpedo attack, striking 
against the unarmored bottoms of 
warships, is a dangerous threat to 
any ship if the attack can be driven 
home. The torpedoes used by tor- 
pedo planes are similar in princi- 
ple to those used by destroyers and 
submarines, though they are short- 
er, requiring far less power and 
range, and on the other hand carry 
proportionately larger explosive 
charges. In attacking the torpedo 
plane skims very low along the sur- 
face of the water, aiming its tor- 
pedo by aiming the plane for the 
target. The torpedo is dropped as 
close to the target as circumstances 
permit, and when it hits the water 
it proceeds under its own power 
just as it would do if discharged 
from a destroyer’s torpedo tube. 


The torpedo plane is, however, 
usually considered a weapon of op- 
portunity, for the use of which high- 
ly favorable circumstances must 
exist, or be brought about. This 
is for the reason that its low-flying 
approach, while difficult for fighter 
planes to stop because of the dan- 
ger of the diving fighter’s crashing 
into the water, must nevertheless 
be conducted in a straight line to- 
ward the target for an appreciable 
period of time in order to get the 
torpedo started on its proper course, 
and so the torpedo plane is really 
at set-up for light guns, pom-poms 
and machine guns firing from the 
ship under atéack. Hence, in order 
to push home a torpedo plane at- 
tack it is considered necessary to 
choose a moment when the enemy 


suddenly from out of a smoke 
screen, 

At Taranto the attacking planes 
came from the new aircraft carrier 
Illustrious—thus for the first time 
reported as being in the Mediter- 
ranean. The Illustrious carries ap- 
proximately 60 aircraft. Sifting the 
available information, it would ap- 
pear that a diversion was created 
by a high-flying bombing attack, 
which drew the attention and ef- 
forts of the anti-aircraft crews on 
the Italian warships. Then, with a 
timing and precision that must 
have been beyond all praise, the 
torpedo planes came in to deliver 
the real attack. Prebably two 
squadrons of these planes—24-in all 
—were employed, since the results 
obtained suggest that more than 
one torpedo hit was obtained on 
each of two battleships and addi- 
tional hits on another battleship, 
two cruisers and two fleet auxili- 
aries. This means at least nine hite, 
which would be an unbelievably 
high proportion out of 12 torpedoes 
dropped. 

Without detracting in any way 
from the boldness and dash of the 
British operation, it may be re- 
marked that it ought never to have 


‘attained the success it did, granted 


proper defensive measures. If this 
sort of thing were possible every- 
where, there would be few British 
warships afloat today. We have, 
therefore, one additional item of 
evidence that the Italian Navy lacks 
a good deal of attaining the stand- 
ards of fighting efficiency possessed 
by the British or the Germans, 
Moreover, the amount of damage 
done suggests that the criticisms 
which have been leveled at Italian 
ships, to the effect that they have 
sacrificed stout construction in the 
interest of speed, may be well 
founded. We ought not to assume 
that what happened at Taranto 
can. be repeated by the Germans 
against British bases or by any 
possible enemy against our own. 
The effect of the action at Ta- 
ranto on the Italians’ position in 
the Mediterranean may well be far- 
reaching. In the first place, it de- 
prives them of any present possi- 
bility of coming out to fight a fleet 
action with the British at a mo- 
ment favorable to themselves. They

peace. However, with John L. Lewis railing at “the 
Old Lady in New Orleans,” and with William Green 
shouting invective toward Atlantic City, the peace 
prospects, at first glance, seem as unreal as ever. 
Labor once had two clasped hands for its symbol. 
Perhaps it should now emblazon its banner with a 
chip on a shoulder. 

But factors are at work this year that may break 
through the childish catcalls that are such a sorry 
measure of some American labor leaders. 

For one thing, Lewis has told the CIO delegates 
that he intends to keep his promise of retirement. 
When he took up the gavel, he was greeted by a 
' pre-arranged demonstration that surely became very 
real as it went on. Impulses, both sentimental and 
sincere, caused many. delegates to join in the ovation, 
‘but their attitude would change very quickly indeed 
should Lewis seek to renege. , 

Sidney Hillman, it is indicated, will retire as a 
vice-president of the CIO because he is fully occu- 
pied as a member of the National Defense Commis- 
sion. Since he had become the spearhead of the op- 
position to Lewis, his retirement removes another 
complicating figure from the scene and, to that ex- 
tent, eases the way for Philip Murray, heir-apparent 
to the CIO leadership. 

It is, of course, true that these two men will not 
be without influence in the CIO. Lewis is president 
of the United Mine Workers, and Hillman of the 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers. Both have much, 
too much experience to warrant shutting them alto- 
gether out of CIO councils. However, when the AFL 
president seizes on this as an excuse to say that 
labor peace is impossible, he is only betraying his 
own stubbornness. 

Peace would be virtually guaranteed by the si- 
multaneous retirement of Green and some of his as- 
sociates on the AFL Executive Committee. They 
need not yield to Lewis when it comes to truculent 
hard-headedness. They have already issued their 
rubber-stamp statement that they are just bleeding 
for the peace that the wicked CIO will not let them 
have. Meanwhile, they are watching with gimlet 
eyes for a rift in the younger organization that will 
enable them to make successful forays for the benefit 
of their own particular unions. 

If a united labor movement is to be achieved, the 
AFL delegates, too, will have to work for a peace- 
minded leadership in their organization—and they 
are not the beneficiaries of the same fortuitous 
“break” that now makes this possible in the CIO. 
Still, they may bring it about. Then the chips really 
will fall from the shoulders. 

But there still would be serious obstacles to over- 
come. One of these is the conflict of jurisdictions 
between affiliates of the two federations. This, in 
the mind of Daniel Tobin of the Teamsters, the out- 
standing peace advocate in the AFL, is what will 
postpone a reconciliation for some time to come. 
Most of these duplications of unions in the same 
field are nut very serious. Take, for instance, the 
building and the automotive fields. Thére is no ques- 
tion that the AFL dominates the former, the CIO 
the latter. If peace is really desired, it should not 
be very hard for the two camps to chart their actual 
spheres of dominance. It may mean a bit of a twinge 
for the smaller group to retire from the field, but 
since the object is one strong organization, the sac- 
rifice is not too great. 

This would, of course, leave a few sectors in which 
the organizations stand on virtual parity. There 
are not many of these. Once they have been isolated, 
and the merely annoying rivalries have been elim- 
inated, it should be possible to tackle the problem 
with real hope for success. 

The retirement of Lewis, if not taken as an excuse 
for internal strife in the ClO, is a first step toward 
harmony. The pressure of the times may yet give 
the AFL peacemakers an opportunity just as good. 
Common sense will do the rest of the job. 
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300,000 WITNESSES! 
Representative Dies is asking for $1,000,000 to 
continue his committee’s investigation of subversive 
activities. Why such a huge amount? Mr. Dies, it 
is explained, knows of 300,000 persons in this country 
who are implicated, and says he wants to call them 
all, one by one, before his committee. It is plain, 
therefore, that the cost is comparatively small, only 
$3.33 1-3 per witness. It is also plain that any at- 
tempt to examine 300,000 witnesses would keep this 
inguiry going until about 1987. 
Mr. Dies, originally authorized to conduct an in- 
quiry looking toward legislation, now is engaged in 
exposing and running down criminals. This may be 
all right, except that we have an FBI for that pur- 
pose, and the Dies tactics sometimes interfere seri- 
ously with its policing activities. Just ask J. Edgar 
Hoover about that! 
But examining 300,000 witnesses isn’t even good 
crime-fighting tactics, The FBI did an excellent job 
a few years ago in rooting out the kidnaping racket. 
But did it call up every known suspect in the coun- 
try and cross-examine him? No; it simply went out 
and made such a smashing record of detection and 
prosecution thdt abductions became virtually obso- 
lete. Why not let the FBI do the same with the 
spies and saboteurs? 
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JUDGE PADBERG IS JUST “TOO BUSY.” 
The part played by Richard Murphy, Board of Ed- 
ucation member, in ex-Superintendent Henry J. Ger- 
ling’s speculations with school funds was brought 
out in statements by Gerling last January, 10 months 
ago. At once there were many public demands for 
Murphy’s resignation or ouster. 
Because Murphy was ill, and for other reasons, 
the board delayed. Then, on May 1, it adopted a 
resolution authorizing that an ouster suit be filed. 
It was filed on June 3. The trial was scheduled to 
begin June 14, but Murphy’s attorney obtained a 
change of venue to Judge Eugene L. Padberg’s court. 
On July 12, Padberg took a defense demurrer under 
advisement. Nothing has happened in the interven- 
ing period of more than four months. Why? Because, 
explains Judge Padberg, he has “been too busy.” 
There is some more unfinished business awaiting 
Judge Padberg’s attention before he retires from 
the bench on Dee. $1, after his defeat for renomina- 
tion in the August primary. That matter is the suit 
of the State Finance Department against the Joseph 
F. Dickmann Real Estate Co. for recovery of nearly 
$9000 in profits allegedly made in straw-party sales 
of Kirkwood Trust Co. properties. 
This suit, concerning deals made in the spring of 
1937, was filed by State Finance Commissioner Holt 
in November of 1938. It hag been in the courts 
without decision ever since. On Jan. 2) 1940, the 
defense asked for transfer from an equity division to 
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held the motion under consideration until May 14, 
four and a half months, and then overruled it. 

The trial finally got under way last June. After 
more than a week of hearings, Judge Padberg took 
the case under advisement on July 2. Four and a 
half more months have elapsed, and still no decision. 

Is Judge Padberg also “too busy” to rule on this? 
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OUR BANKER-RIDDEN RAILROADS. 

Among the many ills our railroad flesh is heir to 
is banker control. Once a railroad falls into the 
hands of a banker group, good-by. In the words of 
our economic libertarian, Wendell Willkie, its days 
as a “free enterprise” are ended. 

Just what does banker control of a railroad mean? 
It means that the banker group, or groups, name the 
directors, select the operating executives, manage the 
finances; in a word, attend to everything. The se- 
curity holders, the people who have put up the money, 
and, by all the canons of property rights, own the 
road, are just about like the rest of us. They buy 
their tickets, get a seat in the lounge car, if lucky, 
tip the porter and, now, pay the redcap what the 
check calls for. ‘ 

The case of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Railway is the latest exhibit of railroad banker 
control. It gets in the news by way of a report, 
signed by Senators Wheeler of Montana and Tru- 
man of Missouri, who as chairman and vice-chair- 
man, respectively, of the Senate Committee on Inter- 
state Commerce, have conducted a long, laborious 
investigation of railroads and holding companies. 

The report recites that when the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul emerged from a receivership in 1928, 
and the security holders supposedly would have 
charge of the reorganization, the bankers—Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co. and the National City Co. of New York— 
took full command. They named a board of five 
“independent-voting trustees,” who chose the di- 
rectors and selected the operating management. 
Everything was fine. And the railroad rolled along 
under banker control for seven years, until 1935, 
when again it crashed into bankruptcy. 

And again the bankers’ groups are on the job. They 
have again put their man—the banker-selected pres- 
ident—on the board of trustees, and, as the report 
tells it, “have made vigorous efforts to avert any 
disturbance in the existing management from the 
1935 bankruptcy to the present day.” 

Under banker control, our railroads have virtually 
abolished the custom of paying a bonded debt. When 
an issue becomes due, it is funded with a new issue. 
Speculative ventures are encouraged. That flyer 
the Frisco took in Rock Island is a typical instance 
of what occurs in railroad management under banker 
control. There is always a commission for the bank- 
ers in every new security issue. It is hard on the 
investor. It breaks railroads. But it is milk and 
honey for the banker. 

What’s the answer? 
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ST. LOUIS RUBS ITS EYES. 

During the past week, St. Louis has been rubbing 
its eyes, crossing its fingers and saying to itself 
that it can’t be true. Despite an unusual cold snap 
for this time of year, St. Louis was relatively free 
of smoke last week. The sun shone brightly, the 
sky was blue. But there was a good, stiff breeze 
most of the week and that had a lot to do with blow- 
ing the smoke away. It didn’t have everything to do 
with it, however, because East St. Louis had some 
bad palls. ‘ 

Yesterday was a better test of the new smoke or- 
dinance. The weather was warm but there was a 
fog and it is usually the city’s experience that when 
frozen ground becomes moist, smoke tends to hang 
in the vapors that are created. There was a heavy 
smog in East St. Louis, University City and various 
other outlying centers, there was some smoke in St. 
Louis, too, but for the most part the air of this city 
was remarkably clear. And this despite a southeast 
wind that carried some East St. Louis smoke across 
the river. Today likewise the air is quite clear. 

Is the smoke ordinance working? Is there, within 
one year of its enactment, a real improvement in the 
smoke problem? The questions are asked seriously, 
not rhetorically. It is too early to say that the 
smoke campaign is bearing real fruit. St. Louis, 
which has suffered from the smoke blight for more 
than 50 years, is skeptical and naturally so. 

Let’s wait and see and hope and keep our fingers 
crossed.

A HANDSOME GIFT. 

The City Art Museum, and through it the people 
of St. Louis, have come into a notable art inheritance 
in the gift of 225 pieces of Chinese pottery, porcelain, 
bronzes and stoneware by the late Samuel C. Davis, 
onetime member. of the Board of Control of the 
museum.

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IS MISSOURI TO LOSE $100,000? 
The State of Missouri was seriously embarrassea 
yesterday when its Health Commissioner, Dr. Harry 
F. Parker, failed to put in an appearance at a con- 
ference in Washington, already postponed from last 
Thursday at his request. If Dr. Parker could 
not attend, some representative of his office should 
have been present to explain to the Children’s Bureau 
of the Department of Labor the stumbling block 
to the establishment of a merit system in the State 
Health Department, a situation which may cost the 
State $100,000 in Federal child health funds. 
This obstacle cannot fairly be charged against 
Dr. Parker, however negligent his office may have 
been in its relations with Federal authorities. The 
appropriation for the State Health Department makes 
no provision for a merit system and the use of funds 
for conducting examination and other steps needed 
to establish a merit system might be held an illegal 
diversion. That is the position of Attorney-General 
McKittrick, and Dr. Parker has been adhering to it. 
Assume that Mr. McKittrick takes the correct legal 
view, this does not mean that Dr. Parker may not 
work toward a merit system in the State Health 
Department in the remainder of his term. If Fed- 
eral authorities require a merit system as a condition 
to sending funds into Missouri, what is to hinder 
Dr. Parker and the executive who appointed him, 
Gov. Stark, from exploring the possibility of use 
of some of the Federal funds for the holding of ex- 
aminations, etc.? This has been done elsewhere. 
The chances are strong that the difficulty can 
be cleared up with improved relations with Federal

SN’T it incredible that sane Americans 
| are urging that the United States go to 

war? It is a tragic commentary on the 
insidious influence of foreign propaganda 
that there could be even a moment’s sober 
consideration of such a question. 

I believe we should be mad if we went 
to war with Germany. From such a war 
we can gain nothing and lose much. It 
would be a case of heads Germany wins, 
tails we lose. 

For what reason is the United States to 
go to war? Has this country been attacked? 
Have any of its outlying possessions been 
invaded? Has any part of the Western 
Hemisphere been bombed? 

Those who advocate war do so on the prem- 
ise that this last great democracy must 
take the offensive now and throw herself 
into the European or Asiatic maelstrom to 
save democracy and civilization. Won't the 
American people ever wake up? Won't we 
profit by experience? 
We cannot win a war with Germany sim- 
ply because, even if we win a victory of 
arms, we lose the aims of the war. We 
helped depose the Kaiser—and got Hitler. 
Where are we going to save democracy? In 
Poland ...in Germany ...in Russia... 
in France? We tried that in 1917. 
The most compelling 
American involvement in war lies in the 
effect of war on the people of the United 
States, on our social and economic way of 
life, on our Government. The first casualty 
of such a war would be our own democracy. 
. * * 
The war of 1940 would be 10 or 20 times 
as costly as that of 1917—in terms of lives, 
in terms of money, in terms of human mis- 
ery and human loss. Assume, however, that 
we are successful, and that we finally force 
Germany to its knees again. We would be 
a thousand times worse off than before we 
started. 
War here means an end to free press and 
free speech, and even free enterprise, And 
after the war, what? A nation staggering 
under tremendous debts, a people groaning 
under unbearable taxes, inflation, deflation, 
unemployment, hunger—a vicious circle, 
ending inevitably in a demand by the then 
existing Government for a continuation of 
war powers in order to cope with the un- 
rest and darigers from within. 
Down that road lies the end of democ- 
racy. That is what I meant when I said 
we cannot win a war with Germany. We 
may kill Hitler, but we are bound to end up 
with Hitlerism. 
The American people should have no pa- 
tience with those who contend that since 
the United States can’t avoid the war, why 


‘not anticipate it? It is a completely false 


premise and is drawing the people of this 
country into a horrible tragedy. The truth 
ought to be shouted from every housetop— 
the truth that this country of ours cannot 
be invaded if we make the proper defense 
preparations; this country of ours can be 
made absolutely impregnable if we continue 
with the steps we now are taking. 

This is the opinion of all competent mili- 
tary authorities, even of those who are ar- 
dent members of the war party.

This country is still a democracy—a peace- 
loving democracy; its people do not want 
war; they hope and pray that their country 
may not be involved in war; and the over-

The United States should and would go to 
war to defend her lands from invasion, her 
people from oppression and persecution, and 
her Government from foreign attack. The 
American people have no desire for colonial 
empires. 

By tradition and public proclamation, 
America has made clear that she wants no 
foreign interference in the Americas, and 
she will not interfere in the internal affairs 
of foreign Powers. So long as the American 
people have a Government which follows 
these precepts and the will of the people, 
the United States will not embark on the 
mad adventure of foreign war,

MRS, AUGUST BELMONT GIVEN 
MEDAL BY WOMEN’S GROUP 


Widow of Financier Cited for Con- 
tributions to Theater and Fields 
of Social Service. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 19 (AP).— 
Mrs. August Belmont, widow of 
the New York financier, last night 
received the American Women’s 
Association “Medal award for emi- 
nent achievement.” 

The award cited the former 
stage actress for her many years 
of contributions to the theater, the 
opera and the fields of social serv- 
ice and philanthropy. The medal 
was presented at the annual friend- 
ship dinner of Business and Profes- 
sional Women’s Clubs. 

Mrs, Belmont’s stage career be- 
gan in 1897 and ended in 1910 when 
she married Belmont. She aided 
the Belgians during the World 
War and headed relief activities in 
England and France, later serving 
as assistant to the war council of 
the American Red Cross. During 
the ’30s, Mrs. Belmont organized 
the women’s division of work re- 
lief and assisted the Unemploy- 
ment Relief Committee of New 
York.

Ruth Chatterton, in a revival of 
Shaw’s “Pygmalion” at the Ameri- 
can Theater this week, competes 
with the memory of a brilliant mo- 
tion picture and her score is im- 
pressively good. Last night’s audi- 
ence enjoyed the comedy, applaud- 
ed the star and supporting players 
with evident sincerity, 

By every standard of acting, Miss 
Chatterton’s approach to the inter- 
pretation of Eliza Doolittle, the 
Covent Garden guttersnipe who be- 
came a fine lady, is sound and 
skilled, Although this might be ex- 
pected, in light of the actress’ many 
past accomplishments, it was firm- 
ly impressed last night. In only 
one important respect is the per- 
formance lacking. Miss Chatter- 
ton cannot create the illusion of 
radiant young womanhood that was 
so beautifully conveyed by Wendy 
Hiller in the motion picture of last 
year. 

In her Covent Garden tatters, 
Miss Chatterton has every native 
quality of Eliza. Her command of 
the role really is superb, but sug- 
gests she might be a better Mrs. 
Midget in “Outward Bound” than 
Eliza in “Pygmalion.” In the tea 
party scene of the second act and 
the after-the-ball scene, her ward- 
robe gives her striking appearance, 
but even there the theatergoer is 
forced to accept one of the almost 
inevitable conventions of the thea- 
ter, that of an accomplished artist 
portraying a character 20 years or 
more her junior.

The play necessarily lacks the 
completeness and smooth flow of 
the motion picture. Audiences only 
hear about Eliza’s breathless tri- 
umph at the ball, see very little 
of the elaborate system of train- 
ing by which Eliza’s personality 
was recreated. But “Pygmalion” 
was a successful comedy a quarter 
of a century before the movies 
took it up and it still has merit on 
the stage. 

Eliza’s tryout scene at the tea 
party is as hilarious as it eyer 
has been and “Gin was mother’s 
milk to her” gets as big a roar of 
laughter as ever at the cinema. 

It comes as something of a sur- 
prise, too, that the production, 
which had its genesis in summer 
theater, compares very favorably 
with Broadway product. Scenery 
is a splendid complement to the 
action and the supporting cast, 
down to four “supers” engaged lo- 
cally, has its share of individual 
excellence. 

Barry Thomson is perhaps too 
handsome and too American for 
Prof. Henry Higgins, or maybe, 
again, one is thinking in terms 
of Leslie Howard and the motion 
picture.

“Equitable and balanced distribu- 
tion of funds as between the several 
categories of relief must be so clear- 
ly safeguarded that there can be 
no question of discrimination in fa- 
vor of one group of dependents at 
the cost of another group,” the let- 
ter, signed by Dr. Llewellyn Sale 
as president of the council, said. 

“Installation of a merit system 
for all employes administering any 
form of public aid should be stead- 
fastly insisted upon. Such a merit 
system should provide not only for 
the selection of employes after 
competitive examination, but also 
should include regulations insuring 
good personnel practices designed 
to provide the most efficient man- 
agement possible.” 

The general relief, old-age as- 
sistance and aid-to-dependent-chil- 
dren programs directly influence 
the welfare of more than 230,000 
persons in the State, a substantial 
portion of the population, the letter 
pointec out. More than $48,000,000 
in Federal and State funds was 
spent for them in 1939 and 1940. 

A detailed study should be made 
of the operation, procedure and 
practices of the State Social Secur- 
ity Commission, the council assert- 
ed, adding, “A general stock-taking 
is in order.” Besides estimates of 
the extent of need, a sound plan 
of taxation should be prepared and 
the facts should be presented to 
the Legislature for its guidance in 
allocating funds, the council said.

In the. post-election lull, when so 
many heads of departments were 
away from Washington, most of the 
ground work has been done by su- 
bordinates. But the movement will 
have the enthusiastic support of 
Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox, 
who is deeply concerned about the 
Far Eastern situation, and of Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Henry Mor- 
genthau Jr., an old friend to the 
Chinese, The President himself is 
expected to approve. d although 
progress is likely to impeded by 
the usual factional divisions with- 
in the State Department, Secretary 
of State Cordell Hull and the Presi- 
dent’s particular crony, Ambassa- 
dor to France, William C. Bullitt, 
are both counted as warmly sym- 
pathetic.

Seeks $200,000,000. 


HE spokesman of the Chinese 
Tin Washington is Dr. T. V. 
Soong, brother of the celebrated 
sisters, Mme. Chiang Kai-shek, 
Mme. Sun Yat-sen and Mme. H. H. 
Kung.. Dr. Soong, a brilliant finan- 
cier and leading figure in the Chi- 
nese National Government, is ask- 
ing for $200,000,000 and as many 
pursuit and bombing planes as can 
be spared, up to an eventual total 
of 500. Considering average war 
expenditures elsewhere, the demand 
seems small. Yet Dr. Soong is con- 
fident—and his confidence is con- 
sidered reasonable by many naval 
and military experts on the Far 
East—that with $200,000,000 in cash 
and a few hundred decent planes 
the Chinese could reconquer Han- 
kow, Hangshow and other vital 
centers. A Chinese counteroffen- 
sive even half as successful as this 
should be sufficient to bring the 
Japanese scurrying back out of 
Malaya, 
Dr. Soong has been in Washing- 
ton since June. Thus far, it must 
be admitted, his adventures with 
the Administration have a certain 
operabouffe quality. When he first 
arrived, he wanted only money, and 
was sent to the astute Secretary of 
Commerce and-Federal Loan Ad- 
ministrator Jesse H. Jones. Jones 
apparently regarded what was ob- 
viously a purely political loan to

Fund Essential. 


OW, however, a decision must 
be made one way or another. 
Because of its internal curren- 
cy situation, China desperately 
needs a stabilization fund of at 
least $100,000,000. Without such a 
fund, there will be no value in the 
paper with which Chiang Kai-shek 
keeps in the field a regular army 
of nearly 2,000,000 and 1,500,000 
guerillas. It is a small price to 
pay for such a force. In addition 
to the $100,000,000 for the stabil- 
ization fund, $100,000,000 is re- 
quired to pay for the planes and 
other supplies necessary to a coun- 
terattack. 

Furthermore, it is decidedly un- 
pleasant to contemplate what may 
happen if a Chinese counterattack 
cannot be prepared quickly. Until 
recently, the Japanese have been 
immobilized by fear of being tak- 
en in the rear by the Russians, but 
a Russian sellout in the Far East 
probably was assented to at Berlin 
by the Soviet Commissar of For- 
eign Affairs, Viacheslav Molotov. 
Japanese troops already have been 
withdrawn from important areas 
in China and are being concentrat- 
ed, in a strong expeditionary force, 
on the islands of Hainan and For- 
mosa. The occupation of the rest 
of Indo-China is the immedfate ob- 
jective but once Saigon and the 
vital French nava] base at Camh- 
Ranh Bay are in Japanese hands, 
Singapore and the Dutch East In- 
dies will be the next steps. 

If Singapore goes, the position 
of the Chinese National Govern- 
ment will become untenable, for 
even the Burma road will then be 
cut off. The Japanese will be in 
full control of Eastern Asia. And 
the Germans, whose agents are re- 
liably reported to be planning and 
supervising the current Japanese 
maneuvers, will have won another, 
and vastly important, point in their 
world strategy.

Red Cross Issues Figures on Funds

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19 (AP).— 
The American Red Cross reported 
yesterday it had distributed $12,- 
339,505 for war relief up to Oct. 31, 
The assistance went to 10 nations, 
inclugind coutnries not at war but 
in need of aid to help refugees 
from war zones. 

Great Britain got the largest 
amount, $7,261,489, to supply cloth- 
ing, medical supplies and other aid 
to raid victims. The totals for 
other countries follow: Finland, 
$1,827,407; France, $1,745,837; Po- 
land, $1,000,130; China, $303,068; 
Belgium, $57,050; Netherlands, $25,- 
000; Norway, $45,700; Switzerland, 
$5000; Canada, $68,820.

ing the army and navy, though not 
on others. It means that the Pres- 
ident and his appointees, and the 
Republicans in Congress, and the 
newspapers and the people, unite 
in agreeing that the major premise 
of all debate is that the national 
defense is to be advanced, that the 
test of every measure, every pro- 
posal, of every objection to every 
measure and every proposal is: Will 
it or will it not strengthen the na- 
tional defense? This leaves plenty 
of room for debate and fruitful crit- 
icism. But it imposes upon the 
debaters the obligation to do their 
debating with the national purpose, 
rather than any personal, factional, 
partisan, class, occupational, sec- 
tional, or ideological consideration, 
as the premise of the debate. 

That is how they achieve national 
unity along with freedom of debate 
in the British Parliament, as it 
meets while the bombs are falling 
on London. And that is how we, if 
we can rise to the occasion, will 
achieve national unity here. We 
shall say each of us to himself that 
his convictions for the New Deal 
or his convictions against the New 
Deal are over-ridden by a much 
more important conviction—that 
this nation shall become so strong 
that its independence and its liber- 
ties are secure. In the light of that 
conviction, which we shall not sacri- 
fice, we shall weigh all other con- 
victions. 

ET us take a concrete exam- 

ple in a field which is theo- 
retically “domestic” and yet is, 
in fact, of the highest importance 
to the national defense and to the 
national policy of aiding Great 
Britain. The question is how to 
accelerate the production of war 
materials. Alfred Sloan of Gen- 
eral Motors, delivered an address 
in which he argued that “output 
can be increased 20 per cent by 
working six days a week in place 
of five days.” Now what is the 
Administration’s policy in regard 
It is not neces- 
sary to interview anonymous 
“spokesmen” of the New Deal. and 
report whether their blood pres- 
sure rose or fell when they read 
Sloan’s speech. The policy of the 
Administration about hours of 
work has been set forth by As- 
sistant Secretary of War Patter- 
son, who is officially in charge of 
the industrial mobilization. 
Patterson has said that “in the 
procurement of airplanes, tanks, 
guns,- ammunitionN| and similar 
items of armament where facilities 
are limited and necessary types of 
skilled labor are scarce” the pol- 
icy now in force calls for a longer 
working week. “Thus all the ar- 
senals and many airplane factories 
are now running three shifts of 
six days a week on an overtime 
basis, with the full approval of 
the advisory commission and the 
complete co-operation of union 
labor. The same considerations 
are applicable to the present 
emergency construction program.”

OWEVER, this policy of the 

longer work week is not now 
being applied “to such supply 
items as shoes, clothing, blankets, 
and other articles made com- 
mercially, where there is now 
much unemployed.labor and un- 
used factory capacity.” Thus, in 
this section of industry the Ad- 
ministration’s present policy is not 
to urge an increase beyond the 40- 
hour week. Now this, as it hap- 
pens, is also Sloan’s position, for 
in recommending the six-day week 
he said that “it seems clear this 
should be the first step, if the 
point has been reached when the 
slack of unemployment has been 
taken up and the increasing speed 
of industry has been utilized to the 
fullest practicable extent.” 

The point is that here on this 
critical matter of the length of the 
working week there is no difference 
of opinion, in theory or in applica- 
tion, between the War Department 
and Sloan of General Motors. Sloan 
hag in the past been at odds with 
the Administration on labor mat- 
ters; yet the moment he and they 
begin to think of the national de- 
fense as the paramount considera.

The British, possessing 
this advance base, with shorter 
lines of operation, and with a much 
greater freedom of action because 
of the Italiah losses, can be much 
bolder in their enterprises against 
Italian transports and supply ships, 
not only those en route to Africa 
but also those crossing the Strait 
of Otranto to Albania. 

It may even be possible for the 


British to maintain their light forces 


and aircraft as far forward as 
Cephalonia, with results which must 
be serious indeed to all Southern 
Italy and Sicily, as well as to Ital- 
jan forces in Albania. Anything 
which thus reduces or counters 


cisively on the south shore of the 
Mediterranean. 

It may well be assumed that ev- 
ery effort will be made by the Axis 
leaders to. offset these Italian fail- 
ures, both by resuming with larger 
forces the offensive against Greece, 
and by increasing pressure on Spain 
to permit a German attack on Gi- 
braltar.

“We called in our local physi- 
cian, who suggested they might be a result of the radio thrillers

ning. Such horror tales with their 
appropiate gound effects, are 
enough to make even an adult’s 
bair stand on end. Well, we per- 
suaded Duane to omit the radio for 
a few weeks. Sure enough, his 
nightmares disappeared entirely 
throughout the test period. But he 
felt this result might have been ac- 
cidental and pleaded to listen to the 
radio again, so we consented. But 
his nightmares immediately re- 
turned. Even Duane was then con- 
vinced, so we have cut out the ra- 
dio thrillers at our house. What do 
Crane? :

DIAGNOSIS: Many readers have reported similar experience 
to me, and there is good reason for nightmares after the young- 
sters become keyed up by the “blood and thunder” stuff they 
often listen to, I don’t wish to damn such radio programs en- 
tirely, for youngsters enjoy that kind of plot. Good old Treasure 
Island, by Robert Louis Stevenson, belongs in the same class. But 
there is a time and place for such nerve stimulants. Many adults 
who enjoy coffee at breakfast or luncheon, cannot drink it late 
at night without suffering insomnia, for its stimulating effect 
then carries beyond their bedtime. Parents readily perceive the 
folly in pouring strong coffee down the throats of their children 
just before bedtime, not only because the caffeine therein is a 
nerve stimulant, but because children also react more violently 


to drugs than do adults. 


you think of them, Dr. 
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THE NERVOUS system can be stimulated by purely psycho- 
logical methods, too, without recourse to drugs. An exciting mur- 
der mystery which keeps the youngster on the edge of his seat, 
chewing his finger nails or picking at his hangnails, certainly be- 
longs in the same category as caffeine or strychnine. In my own 
case, for example, if I take strong coffee at 10 p. m. or there- 
abouts, I'll lie awake till the wee hours of the morning. Like- 
wise, if I am keyed up delivering an after-dinner speech or ad- 
dressing one of my evening classes from 8 to 10 p. m., I am also 
keyed up and sleepless. 
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IT IS A FAMILIAR fact in medicine that we can accelerate 
the heart beat and increase the blood pressure by use of chemical 
substances, such as thyroid extract. But we can also jump our 
blood pressure 25 to 50 points by purely psychological stimuli, 
such as fear, suspense, worry or anger. If a parent can realize 
the unwise stimulating effect of strong coffee on a child at 7 
or 8 p. m., she can therefore appreciate the similar intense stim- 
ulation of a purely psychological sort which results from hair- 
raising radio thrillers. Children should be relaxed when they go 
to bed. If you wish to tell them stories, select more placid tales 
and Biblica] narratives. Don’t “thrill ‘em and chill ’em” with 
ultra-dramatic situations at bedtime.

For a brief night, the glory, wonder and terror of a war-torn 
world would fill that dingy shack. 
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ONLY ONE THING was lacking for the event—a big flag.

Yet a flag 
must be found. The answer was obvious. We'd make one—and 
did. You'd smile at the stuff we used. Worn-out overalls for the 
blue... flannel shirts for the red ... old sheets and flour 
sacks for the white.

thin youngster is a great 

trial to his parents and to a 

certain extent to himself. There 

is only one reason why anyone 

should bother about a thin young- 

ster, however, and that is the pos- 

sibility that he might actually have 
developed tuberculosis. 

Dr. Israel Bram has discussed 
the subject and he indicates that 
it is just as difficult a problem as 
the heavy youngster. 

“Bread and butter offer the best 
dietary means of bringing a thin 
youngster up to normal weight. If 
the habit of eating plenty of bread 
and butter can be established, along 
with that of drinking an ample 
quantity of rich milk, the young- 
ster’s problem of gaining weight is 
practically solved. Unfortunately, 
this cannot always be so easily ac- 
complished.” 

This finding corresponds to what 
thin people tell you—that they ac 
tually don’t have as good an appe- 
tite as other people and, therefore, 
don’t eat as much. Of course, you 
see all sorts of opinion to the con- 
trary. One is that fat people don’t 
have good appetites and thin peo- 
ple gorge themselves, but ‘careful 
observation shows that these are 
not true in carefully measured 
dietary experiments. ‘ 

So that the problem of getting 
the thin youngster to eat plenty 
of bread and butter and milk comes 
down to the use of other methods 
to make him hungrier. 
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A CAREFUL examination for any 
physical disability is presumed to 
be the first act in taking care of 
the thin youngster. Overactivity 
of the thyroid gland, unsuspected 
diabetes, intestinal worms of all 
kinds, bad teeth, digestive disor- 
ders, must all be investigated. Ir- 
regular meals, eating under dis- 
tracting surroundings, poor disci- 
pline and diet fads in the parents, 
are all calculated to be bad for 
the nutrition of a child. 

Improvement of sleeping habits 
is stressed as an important means 
of bringing back the appetite. A 
youngster of 10 or 12 should have 
at least 10 hours’ sleep each night. 
Ideally he should sleep alone in a 
well ventilated room. The correc- 
tion of erroneous sleep habits is 
not a matter of arising later, but 
of retiring earlier. 

Under medication, very little is 
suggested except perhaps the ever- 
present vitamin tablets containing 
vitamins A, B, C, D and G, which 
are excellent appetizers in the 
average case of under-nourishment. 

Psychology is very successful in 
young patients. Neither scolding 
nor pampering gets results, but 
gaining the confidence of the 
youngster, explaining what is to be 
done and how, together with pa- 
tient correction of bad habits, will 
accomplish excellent results. In 
most instances, the parents have 
to be educated, too. 


Questions and Answers. 

G. R., Toronto, Ont. — “Could 
diseased tonsils cause bad breath? 
Could you suggest a suitable rem- 
edy to combat bad breath?” 

Answer — Chronic inflammation 
of the tonsils causes an unpleasant 
odor, so that tonsilitis undoubtedly 
can cause bad breath.. There is no 
remedy for bad breath. Its treat- 
ment requires careful evaluation of 
all possible causes. More bad breath 
comes from the nose than from the 
mouth. Any infection in the mouth 
or nose may cause it. Scrupulous 
frequent cleaning of the teeth (in-' 
cluding the use of dental floss) is 
necessary. Only a few cases arise, 
as it is popularly supposed, from 
the stomach. Ordinary mouth 
washes are of little value in the 
treatment, but the use of a pow- 
der or tablet that releases chlorine 
in the mouth is valuable. 


S. F. B., Vincennes, Ind. — “Are 
there skin cancers, and how do 
they appear? What is a good 
blood purifier?” 

Answer—Cancer of the skin oc- 
curs very frequently. It affects 
mostly the skin of the face, form- 
ing an ulceration or open sore. 
There is no such thing as a blood 
purifier. To attempt to treat can- 
cer in this way would be to create 
a dangerous delay. 
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HE American woman has been 

taught that makeup colors 

should definitely harmonize and 
as a group should enhance her nat- 
ural beauty. An orange-red lip- 
stick certainly does not go with a 
rose rouge and a pink powder. An 
orange-red lipstick requires a rouge 
of the same color, but slightly light- 
er in shade, and the powder should 
be on the tannish, rather than the 
pinkish blend. If one’s natural col- 
oring is not flattered by such a 
combination, it should not be worn, 
even though the orange-red might 
be decreed high cosmetic fashion. 
Some skins are flattered by rose- 
hued makeup aids, others by pur- 
ple-tinged makeup and still others 
by more intense scarlet. It is up to 
the individual woman to select the 
most becoming makeup combina- 
tion and wear clothes colors which 
harmonize with that combination. 

During summer, let us say, when 
our skins have been tanned shades 
deeper, we might be able to vary 
our makeup, combination, but the 
rest of the time we must be pretty 
loyal to the color most flattering to 
our natural skin.

Children Need 
Patient Care

NY child who has had infan- 
tile paralysis presents a dif- 
ficule situation to his parents. 
He gets better slowly, and usually 
he has some specific affliction to 
show for the illness. Maybe he is 
lame, perhaps a hand is weakened, 
sometimes he is hard of hearing. 
Always he is in need of careful 
tending and firm, understanding 
discipline. 

Discipline does not always mean 
Pp ent, as so many people 
seem to think. Real discipline is 
training for usefulness and it may 
have no element of punishment 
but that which is inherent in the 
child’s behavior. If he does not 
rest. enough he will be uncomfort- 
able, perhaps ill. If he eats the 
wrong food he will not get well 
as fast as he might. If he refuses 
to follow his teacher he will not 
progress, and the fact will make 
him unhappy. Training that is 
right brings the right kind of dis- 
cipline with it. 

Parents hate to see a child be- 
hind his. companions in any kind 
of accomplishment, and as these 
children lose time and are de- 
prived of strength by their illness 
they are behind others. The 
thoughtless parent tries to speed 
the child, with disastrous results. 
The convalescent child must be 
led Bently to health and strength 
and accomplishment and he must 
not be driven, forced or punished 
in an effort to sped his recovery 
and growth. 

That sort of treatment makes 
this child sullen, rebellious, irri- 
table or flippant, according to his 
nature but it never serves any 
good purpose. You can take his 
behavior as an expression of his 
state of mind and body. Instead 
of increasing your pressure con- 
sult the specialist and be guided 
by him.

BE ESPECIALLY careful about 
the child who is hard of hearing. 
He is likely to be irritable and 
bossy because he is always on the 
defensive. He feels out the things 
because he cannot hear what is 
going on. He loses the point of 
much of the talk going on about 
him. Instead of scolding him 
look for help for him. If his 
feeling of helplessness can be re- 
moved his character will immedi- 
ately improve. 

All deaf or hard of hearing child- 
ren should have the attention of 
a teacher for his personal needs 
every school day throughout his 
career from elementary school 
through high school and college. 
Deafness does not affect intelli- 
gence until it is allowed to deprive 
the mind. of information. If the 
hard of hearing child is taught 
as completely as the hearing child, 
his intelligence will respond as 
fully. The intelligent. hard of 
hearing pupil is a charge on his 
school that must be met adequate- 
ly if we do our duty by the com- 
munity and the child. 

Be patient with the children 
who are slowly recovering from 
this terrible scourge. Have faith 
in their power to recover. En- 
courage every effort they make. 
Study their abilities and hold 
them to the Umit of their powers 
without pressure and without cod- 
dling. Treat them outwardly as 
though they were husky young 
ones, but underneath that appear- 
ance be alert to see their fatigue, 
their need for help, their neces- 
sity for understanding.

Science’s latest contribution to 
America’s festal board (and to ev- 
ery-day meals as well) has been the 
frozen pack method, which permits 
the »sppearance of practically any 
meat, vegetable or fruit on the table 
at any season, without loss of the 
full flavor and aroma of freshness. 
If you happen to fancy strawberry 
shortcake for dessert on Thanks- 
giving, instead of the day’s tradi- 
tional pumpkin pie, you can have 
your strawberries, fresh as the 
moyning they were picked. 

Frozen-pack foods already have 
an established and growing share 
of the American market, but their 
promoters (all of them enthusiasts) 
are not satisfied. They are con- 
stantly seeking new foods to freeze, 
and new ways to improve the ones 
already being commercially frozen. 
Research first made frozen foods 
possible, and research is being ap- 
plied on a.hundred fronts to in- 
crease their number and quality. 
Government and industrial labora- 
tories vie with each other in mak- 
ing new advances. 


Improvements which they are 
making today and will make in near 
tomorrows will have more than a 
festal significance, for provisioning 
the hosts of new soldiers and sail- 
ors now being added to the nation’s 
defense forces will tax this new 
food-handling technique, as well as 
older ones. And, incidentally, the 
frozen-pack method has already 
proven a major contribution to 
America’s welfare, for it made pos- 
sible the preservation and subse- 
quent use of vast quantities of sur- 
plus. foods that would otherwise 
have been wunsalable during the 
worst days of the depression.

essentially in exposing foods to 

temperatures of an Arctic bliz- 
zard, so that a sudden stop is put 
not only to the action of germs of 
decay, but also to that of their own 
internal digestive juices or enzymes. 
Cold checks them in a physiologic- 
ally fresh condition, and as long as 
they are held at a sufficiently low 
temperature they remain in that 
state of timeless youth—like Sleep- 
Beauty in the fairy tale. 

The method was first applied to 
fish. Tradition has it that Clarence 
Birdseye, now a-leader in the in- 
dustry, was fishing through a hole 
in the ice during a bitter winter in 
Labrador. He noticed how the 
fish froze as soon as they. were 
tossed out on the surface, and also 
that no matter how long they were 
kept that way they stayed unspoiled 
and were as good as fresh when 
thawed out. (Some, it is said, even 
came to life again). 

Commercially applied, quick 
freezing proved highly successful 
with many kinds of fresh fish, 
with lobster and crab meat, even 
with oysters. It was successful, 
too, with meat—but with a differ- 
ence. The sooner fish and other 
sea-foods are frozen after catch- 
ing, the better, but meat must be 
kept for a certain period before

freezing. This is because the sel% 
digestive processes that always go 
On in tissues produce off flavors 
in sea-foods, whereas a certain 
amount of this gives the flesh of 
warm-blooded animals a better 
taste. The exact point at which 
meat and poultry should be frozen 
is one of the most interesting re- 
search subjects in the industry. 

Vegetables and fruits entered 
the picture a little later. A great 
deal of the research on these was 
pioneered at the Frozen Pack Lab- 
oratory maintained by the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
in Seattle under the direction of H. 
C. Diehl, a well-trained plant physi- 
ologist. Now there are scores of 
frozen fruits and vegetables avail- 
able, ranging from peas and beans 
to mushrooms, from red raspber- 
ries to the makings of cherry pies. 

You don’t just freeze any old 
thing, for the frosted-vegetable 
market. Some varieties give much 
better results than others, due to 
peculiarities of internal biochem- 
istry. That is where plant physi- 
ology comes in. Also, probably, 
genetics; for it now appears likely 
that the, best way to get first- 
class frozen vegetables and fruits 
is to breed them especially for the 
purpose. 

At present, the prevailing meth- 
od of handling frozen foods is to 
sell them out of glass-walled re- 
frigerator cases. The customer 
either prepares them immediately 
or stores them for a short time in 
the coldest part of her electric re- 
frigerator. 

However, new household storage 
units have been developed and will 
soon be on the market. These can 
contain as much as a barrel of as- 
sorted ready-packaged frozen foods, 
and are adjusted to the low tem- 
peratures necessary for long-time 
keeping. The purchaser can there- 
fore lay in a very considerable quan- 
tity of provisions, drawing on the

essary in bottling or canning. 
Moreover, you do not need to put 
ice cubes into your juice if you 
want to serve it cold; just dump 
a sufficient quantity of orange or 
grapefruit juice cubes into a 
pitcher, and when they have partly 
melted go ahead and fill up the 
glasses.
